Bourg et guided French

The zeal and righteousness of Msgr. IgnaM^Bourget, . Archbishop of Montreal from 1840- 
, "helped to keep and develop the soul of FiinchlCariada," bn eminent historian said here

In a public address sponsored 
by McGiU's French Canada Stu- 
dies Program, Père Léon Pou- 
Ilot, SJ., said of Bishop Bour- 
gct: "He didn't adhere to any 
political party, but he was at 
the crossroads of every crisis 
during his administration. He 
was an ultra-montane in politi- 
co-religious matters." 

llsgr. Bourgct took an unpo- 
pular stand against Le Alouve- 
inent Patriote, the party led by 
Louis-Joseph Papineau during 
the 1837 rebellion In Lower Ca- 
nada. Later in 1840, when he 
opposed the Union of Upper and 
Lower Canada, "people came to 
realixe that their clergy was 



with them when their national 
survival was at stake," Father 
Pouliot said. 

The French Canadian scholar, 

author of a two volume study 
"Monseigneur Bourget ct Son 
Temps", and numerous works on 
French Canada, noted that Bi- 
shop Bourget adopted a "wait- 
sec" attitude on Confederation. 
"He invoked the doctrine of 
submission of the faithful to 
lawful authority, yet he didn't 
support uncritically Confederat- 
ion when the interests of French 
Canadians were threatened," 
Père Touliot said. 



History books abound with the 
good works of Bishop Bourget. 
Bishop Bourget improved the 
housing conditions of his Con- 
gregation dc Notre Dame, 
attacked the widespread in- 
fluence of alcohol in the com- 
munity, sent missions to New 
England, and aided the Irish 
Immigrants and their children 
in the plague of 1848 in Mont- 
real. 

In 1003, a monument com- 
memorating his work was erect- 
ed at St. James Basilica to "an 
austere and saintly man who 
won tho esteem and veneration 
of his flock."

Navel Morale 



It was very gratifying to see the Carnival 
Debating Tournament Committee, in its choice 
of a guest speaker for its final banquet, 
follow the admonition of this year's Red and 
White Revue to "colour it up". As the topic 
of this year's Tournament maintained that 
the law should not concern itself with moral- > 
ity, a less imaginative committee might have 
been expected to seek a learned discussion 
of this important question from some respon- 
sible representative of the legal profession. 
Instead of tapping that source, however, the 
commîftee sought cut a prominent figure (if 
we might be permitted our little pun) who, 



though not a lawyer, has had a good deal 
of practical experience in this field, Miss 
Fawzia Amir. 

Not since the era of Frank Hanley's 
annual McGill Junkets have we heard such 
a captivating and convincing speaker. Miss 
Amir is of course well known to many mole 
McGill students who hove followed the ups 
and downs of her night-club career with in- 
' terest. For the benefit of the many out-of- 
\ town debaters present, however, she recoun- 
,ted how she had danced for King Farouk 
before coming to Canada to continue the 
practice of her art. 

She discovered soon after her arrival that 
along with the change of climate there was 
a corresponding change of mentality : no 



longer was the close affinity between "belly" 

and "ballet" dancing recognized. One day, 
she recounts, .she was approached following 
her act by a little liian "not more than five 
feet tail, and with a very small head" who 
declared that she was under arrest for alleg- 
edly indecent acts, ^iss Amir was unders- 
tandably shocked at the charge, but the man 
declined, to comply with her request to de- 
monstrate what she had done that could be 
termed indecent. 

Here, as Miss Amir was quick to recognize, 
was involved the whole question of morality 
and the law. For, as she reasonably pointed 
out, why is it that out of a crowd of some 
two hundred people one man can step 
forward to arrest you on the grounds of inde- 
cency ? Especially as countless court cases 
involving both literature and works of art 
hove indicated that such men are hardly 
qualified for their type of activity in terms 
of either education or aesthetic sensibility. 

Miss Amir subsequently made legal his- 
tory by perfocming her act in the courtroom 
and thereby winning the judge to her side. 
Though acquitted, Miss Amir has nevertheless 
remained entwined in the long arms bi the 
law. At present, indeed, she is under threat 
of deportation. We ore not sure whether Miss 
Amir falls under the aegis of the Department 
of Natural Resources or Cultural Affairs but 
her future in politics remains assured. 



NEWS FROM PEN ; 

Le Carabin Faces Investigation 

Le Carabin has just joined the ranks of popers-on-llie- 
carpet. 

Le Quartier Latin is under investigation for certain com- 
ments about Robert Grotton, a past candidate for tire presi- 
dency of Union Générale des Etudiants du Québec (UGEQ) 
end .Iteod^of a committee studying Ihe possibilities for a 
Quebec-wide student newspaper. 

An SEC commission will present recommendations to im- 
prove the efficiency of the Daily's operation at Wednesday's 
Council meeting. 

The Georgian has just lost its EdIlor-in-Chlef, who re-' 

signed after he was suspended from the paper when he re- 
fused to obey an order of Ihe Publications Board. 

And finally onboard of enquiry was formed lost week by 
the Executive Council of the Association Générale cJes Etu- 
diants de Laval ( AGEL) to investigate charges that Le Carabin 
is not representing student opinion. Is spreading Marxist pro- 
paganda, and is ridiculing religion. Le Carabin Is not the only 
paper {nvolved-ln the charges; the group making them Is 
accusing Le Carabin of diffusing atheistic socialist propaganda 
through a series of exchange articles from le Quartier Latin. 

"The group making the charges demanded, however, the 

resignation of the present staff ond ils replacement by a staff 
competent in doctrinal and theological mailers, since at least 
90 per cent of the Laval campus is, in this group's opinion. 
Catholic. They set the same conditions for members of the 
board enquiring Into Le Carabin." 1 

To these charges, Yves Moilhol, Editor of Le Carabin, 
answered that the Administrative Council could not challenge 
his Ideological orjentation because It hod been Implicitly 
approved when Ke was appointed Editor by the Council. 

"The only reproach the Administrative Council could 
make to Le Carabin was. to accuse It of having contravened 
the ethical code of PEh^ (In this case, the coiistilulion regu- 
lating ihe relations between AGEL and Le Carabin provides 
for on arbitration board). Since the members of the group 
did not seem to attack Le Carabin on this point, the Council 
approved, rather, on the recommendation of the Executive, the 
formation of a board of enquiry composed of Gérard Pelle-, 
tier, Edllor-ln-Chlef of La Presse, Father J. M. Hamelln, Pro-' 
fessor at Laval, and Paul Bernard, President of PEN."* 

Le Carabin, pleased with certain members of their Coun- 
cil, comments: "They astonished us with their acute sense of 
the relevant. To sum up, they gave us a nice example of 
student citizenship." 

Le Quartier Latin concludes their article on the enquiry: 
"The whole affair is In the hands of a board of enquiry of 
which no one con doubt the competence."

Ball Won't Be 
Destructive 

Dear Madam, 

With reference to the letter 
of Air. Stephen Doyle in yes- 
terday's Daily conccrnine the 
Cro-Magnon Ball, I feel 1 must 
clarify certain points of which 
Mr. Doyle seems to be ignorant. 

Firstly, Mr. Doyle was not 
present at the council meeting 
in which the issue of the Cro- 
Magnon Ball was discussed, 
and therefore assumed that 
insufficient thought was given 
the matter by council. 

The basic facts are that 
council discussed the "Ball" 
for over an hour and imposed 
several limitations on the pro- 
gram. It was decided that each 
student in attendance would 
be given only one free beer — 
far from a "free flowing foun- 
tain". Also, the Union was au- 
thorized to hire six uniformed 
guards for the occasion. 

Another important factor 
was that the dance would be- 
gin after classes at 4 pin, eli- 
minating any possibility that 
Students would come in alrea- 
dy inebriated. 

In. a. brief summary of 
Union parties in the past two 
years during which I have 
been in charge of the building, 
I reported to council that there 
have been no acts of violence 
against Union property, nor 
have there been any cases of 
students Incoming so drunk 
that they could not control 
themselves. 

Council then agreed that in 
their opinion a student could 
not get too rowdy on one free 
beer. I also informed the coun- 
cil that it was the Union's in- 
tention to publish in the Mc- 
Gill Daily notification that any 
student who wilfully causes 
damage will be removed from 
the building- and subject to 



the strictest disciplinary mea- 
sures. 

Furthermore, council was 
informed that I had already 
discussed this event with Prin- 
cipal Robertson and assured 
him that all precautions would 
be taken and that the Stu- 
dents' Society would assume 
responsibility for any damage 
that might occur. The Princi- 
pal had no objection. 

Council then imposed a li- 
mit of 600 persons in the buil- 
ding at any one time during 
the party. They then felt that 
enough precautionary measu- 
res would be taken to Insure a 
party without incident and 
passed the necessary budget. 
They had already unanimously 
passed a motion supporting the 
event. 

Mr. Doyle's reference to 
past letters outlining petty 
vandalism are not really rele- 
vant when measured against 
the damage he anticipates. For 
years, fire-hose nozzles have 
disappeared during faculty 
stags and occasionally a bottle 
has been rolled down the stairs 
by the last .stragglers at the 
s&me parties. These acts cer- 
tainly are not valid cause to 
curtail open student fûnctions. 

The writer's references to 
the "level of responsibility of 
many of the sober students on 
this campus" can only be con- 
sidered a direct insult to the 
behavior of McGill students, 
and the fact that he 'iperso- 
nally" doubted "that the SEC 
sufficiently considered the pos- 
sible outcome of this plan" is 
a direct insult to the integrity 
'of the members of the Stu- 
dents' Council. 

It appears that Mr. Doyle 
would prevent the students 
from , holdings the farewell par- 
ty in their Union for he feels 
that they cannot be trusted to 
maintain proper decorum. Our 
student-body has been plan- 
ning and policing their own 
events for many decades and 
it is most unlikely that atithb]^ 
time hesitation. Is in orde^???!^ 



Mr. Doyle has ably assisted 
many committees of the Stu- 
dents' Council this year and 
his years of experience accrued 
from the many Universities he 
has attended, have stood him 
in good stead. Union parties 
however, arc perhaps one field 
in whicli tho SEC and the 
Union Board are more expe- 
rienced! -Mr. Doyle should res- 
pect his council's decision.

Sheffer discusses 
atomic age defence 

"There Is very little protec- 
tion against atomic weapons", 
offirmed Dr. H. Sheffer, the 
Chief Superintendent of ihe De- 
fence Research Board Labora- 
tories in Ottawa, to an oucJi- 
ence of members of the Chem- 
ical institute of Canada. The 
topic of the address was Ihe 
"Defence against Chemical, Bi- 
ological, and Atomic Wea- 
pons". 

Sheffer described the destruc- 
tion caused by a nuclear explo- 
sion. First there is the blinding 
flash, followed by thermal heat, 
blast, and immediate and residu- 
al radiation. Chemically treated 
cloth to minimize the effects of 
the heat, by absorption and spe- 
cially prepared goggles, designed 
to alleviate the effects of the 
blinding flash, have been de- 
veloped, he claimed. 

Regarding fallout shelters, he 
stated that they are useful only 
against fallout outside the initial 
blast area. Certain drugs if ad- 
ministered before are believed 
useful to counteract radiation 
poisoning. 

He told of the combined U.S., 
British, and Canadian simulated 
atomic test in Alberta, where 500 
tons of TNT were exploded. New 
military equipment was tested. 

Sheffer discussed the develop- 
ment of Chemical warfare since 
World War I. He tall<cd about 
the use of Mustard gas and the 
discovery of nerve gas by the 
Germans. The discovery of drugs 
which counteract nerve gas was 
claimed.
